DESCRIBE THE PRESENT 24D ORIGINAL (if known) PHYSICAL APPEARANCE

The Alford residence is a 2 1/2 story, frame structure set at the
bnd of a long drive, east of Pindell Road. The house was restored in
1971 by Perry Van Vleck of Dunkirk, Maryland.

The core of the house is a mid-18th century structure, which was
urrounded, more than a century later, by the present building. The original
welling was one room, with a hall, and had,probably, a loft room above.

e present structure faces north. The oldest part is in the Z2-story,
hree bay section with roof-ridge running east-west. Intersecting the

est end of this section is a 2-story section with roof running north-
outh. On the south (rear) side of the house is a one-story shed addition,
ontaining the modern kitchen, and a one-story A-roofed wing now used

s a play-room.

The exterior appearance of the hqgﬁe is mid-late 19th century, with
berman siding, a large center gable and large pane 2/2 window sashes on
the . front of the older portion, and closely spaced 2/2 pane windows on
'he front gable end of the new section.

The interior of the house, however, displays the vast difference

n styles of the two building periods. The east end of the house contains
he older structure which had a 3« bay facade with a side-entrance hall
Ind stair. The single large room on the east side of the hall is served
y an exterior brick chimney. The fireplace was reopened during restora-
ion and in it were found a pair of Federal Period andirons and a set

f Chinese export cups and saucers. The mantel is of a simple Federal
tyle with deeply carved moldings. The room has wide, pine flooring and
he 4" x 4" exposed ceiling beams are dressed with a 1/4 round mold.

The hall, though believed by the owners to be part of the original
tructure, has detailing consistent with the rest of the house. The stair
as an elaborately carved,heavy Victorian newel post. The room on the west
ide of the hall is large and high-ceilinged. It has a fire-place in one
orner with a fancifully carved mantel-piece. A wainscot made of alter-
ately reeded and plain vertical strips surrounds the room.

During restoration in 1971, electricity, plumbing and heat were
ded; the third floor was finished into bedrooms and a dormer was added
Ho the south side of the main roof.
